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INTRODUCTION 




It is without no surprise or amazement, that in times of fitnah, where the truth may not be clear, 
there will arise those who incite and encourage the spreading of falsehood and evil. Through 
these diabolic methods - adopted and borrowed from the enemies of Islam and the people of 
desires - rumours are spread, and the innocent are accused of atrocities without a shred of 
evidence and without the slightest connection to reality. This is witnessed on a constant basis, and 
yet, time and time again, its perpetrators are given a pass and are not held accountable for their 
crimes and violations. 


We are constantly witnessing those who remove the garment of shame and modesty from 
themselves and resort to lying and deception. It is bad enough that they resort to such despicable 
tactics, however it is does stop there. Rather, they have deluded themselves into believing that 
this is from the legislated enjoining of good and forbidding of evil. 


This, however, is not a new phenomenon nor is it strange. For the one who contemplates the 
Sunnah, will find that the Messenger of Allah sallallahu alayhi wa sallam foretold that there will 
come upon his Ummah years of treachery and deceit.

Abu Hurayrah radiyallahu ‘anh narrated that Messenger of Allah sallallahu alayhi wa sallam said: 
“There will come upon the people years of deceit, wherein the liar will be believed and the truthful 
will be deemed a liar; and the deceitful person will be trusted, and the honest person will be 
regarded as untrustworthy, and the ruwaybidah will speak.” It was asked: “Who are the 
ruwaybidah?” He sallallahu ‘alayhi wa sallam replied: “The vile insignificant person who speaks 
about public affairs .” 1 


It is reported that Huthayfah radiyallahu ‘anh was asked: “What is the worst fitnah?” He replied:

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“That good and evil is presented to you and you do not know which of them to follow.” 2 

We are living in a time where the scales have been flipped and the people have begun judging 
based on their desires. That which they once took as religion has now become from the most 
reprehensible of matters, and that which was from the most detested of things to them, has now 
become a cherished principle that they uphold. The scholar of Islam, who was once respected and 
whose honour was preserved, is now openly defamed and slandered, tearing down the barrier 
that was once considered a crime to approach. A barrier that used to be known to be torn down 
by the people of innovation and desires, is now being torn down by those who ascribe to 
knowledge and salafiyyah. 

From those who have fallen into that which has previously been mentioned, is an individual known 
as Nasir Hamid al-KanadT. Nasir Hamid, to our surprise and to the surprise of the Ottawa salafr 
community, where he is from, has displayed a boldness and a courage which, prior to this advent, 
was seldom witnessed from him. 

Nasir Hamid al-KanadT is a graduate from the University of al-Madlnah and has been overseas for 
over a decade. This is an individual who, although spent a significant time overseas, has nothing 
to show for in terms of da'wah efforts in his own country other than some lectures and Friday 
sermons. He is an individual who has not been known to have any lessons during his visits in his 
own city in Ottawa or any other cities in Canada. 

He is someone that was never known to take public stances on the internet regarding known 
people of innovation and hizbiyyah, let alone known salafis. While this being his nature and 
condition, it is quite bewildering to find Nasir al-KanadT diving into this current fitnah and making 
public the name of his Shaykh, Abu ‘Abd al-Rahman Muhammad ‘All ‘Ajjal, the head of the salafr 
da’wah in Ottawa, Canada, as well as his brothers at the Islamic University of al-Madlnah. 

On the 26th of Thul Qi'dah, 1439 AH (corresponding to August 8th, 2018 CE), Nasir HarnTd 
al-KanadT wrote some words that he claims took place between himself and our father, al-‘ Allamah 
al-Shaykh RabT b. Had! al-MadkhalT(may Allah protect him, preserve him, and grant him good 
health). 

This response will consist of several knowledge-based rebuttals pertaining to some of the 
legislative violations that occurred from Nasir HarnTd al-KanadT during his alleged meeting with 
Shaykh RabT (may Allah preserve him). Each point will either be supported with evidences from 
the Qur’an, Sunnah, and statements of the scholars of this Ummah, as well as some brief 
commentary for the purpose of context and clarity. This will, in sha’ Allah, clarify for the noble 
reader the many violations Nasir HarnTd al-KanadT has made with regards to the legislation as well 
as his attempt to sow discord between the salafTs of Canada and to divert the Muslims of Canada

[They turned away] because of their arrogance in the land and their plotting of evil. But the plotting 
of evil only returns on those who plot. Do they expect anything but what happened to the earlier 
people? You will never find a change in the sunnah of Allah and you will never find any alteration 
in the sunnah of Allah. 3 

This is the sunnah of Allah with regards to all those who plot and scheme. Their plotting and 
scheming will eventually come back to them and they will be exposed. Their plotting and 
scheming foiled, and their true reality laid bare for all to witness. This is the circumstance in which 
Nasir Hamid al-KanadT has found himself in, and this will become clear to the noble reader by the 
end of this response, by the will of Allah.

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POINT ONE: NASIR HAMID AL-KANADI AND HIS USAGE OF TADLIS 

What is tadfTs? TadITs is a word that stems from dallas, which means “to conceal,” or “to hide the 
defects of a commodity so that the buyer is unaware of its defect.” The origin of tadITs is also 
derived from darkness. 4 

According to the scholars of HadTth, tadfTs comes from the Arabic root that means, “darkness.” 

This term has only been used by the scholars of hadTth because it is as if the mudallis - regardless 
of the type of tadITs he commits - has ‘darkened’ something from the hadTth by covering up its 
correct meaning. 

In summary, tadfTs occurs when a narrator fails to mention who he is reporting from by using 
statements such as, “So-and-so informed me,” or “I heard from so-and-so.” He narrates directly 
from a narrator that he has not heard from, while giving the illusion that he has. He accomplishes 
this by using deceptive statements such as, “So-and-so said,” or “On behalf of so-and-so.” These 
statements do not clearly establish a direct link between the narrator and the person he is 
narrating from, rather they are statements used to simply give that false impression. 

For example, ‘Amr says, “Zayd said, ‘Muhammad has passed away.’” ‘Amr in this scenario commits 
tadITs. Upon verifying, we find that ‘Amr has never met Zayd. Rather he heard this statement from 
Dawud. So, instead of saying, “Dawud informed me that Zayd said, “Muhammad has passed 
away,” he skips over Dawud altogether and says, “Zayd said...” giving the impression that he 
heard the statement from Zayd himself.

A group from the fuqaha’ and the people of hacfith have said that the report of the mudallis is not 
to be accepted due to that which we previously mentioned, which is that tadffs consists of giving 
an impression that has no basis, and omitting the name of the one who may not be satisfactory or 
trustworthy, and seeking to give the impression of a higher chain, even though that is not the 
case. 8

“It is very disliked. Many of the scholars have dispraised it. Shu'bah exaggerated in his dispraise of 
it and said: “It is more beloved to me that I commit zina than that I commit tadlls.” He also said, 
“TadITs is the brother of lying.” A group of them (scholars of hacflth) said that the one who becomes 
known for tadlfs is disparaged and his narration is rejected, even if he makes it apparent that he 
heard (the narration).” 9 

These narrations illustrate the severity of tadffs and that the speech of the one who practices it is 
to be rejected and not accepted. The one who, like Nasir Hamid, elected to give the impression 
that he heard directly from Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal (may Allah protect and preserve him), instead 
of being honest by mentioning his actual chain. This point alone would serve as sufficient 
evidence in establishing that Nasir Hamid al-Kanadfs narrations are to be discarded. Additionally, 
this point exposes all of the hasty and desperate individuals who pounced at this opportunity to 
use Nasir's narration to further push their evil agendas. Shameless individuals who have no regard 
for the legislation and its guidelines when it suits their desires. 

Let us now analyze some of the violations Nasir HarnTd (may Allah rectify his affair) committed in 
his speech to Shaykh RabT b. Had!al-MadkhalT(may Allah preserve him). 

Nasir HarnTd al-KanadT wrote: “...We have a Libyan caller whose name is: Muhammad 
’Ajjal, who has recently come to Canada and he has said...”

In this statement we find some misleading statements made by Nasir Hamid, whereby he portrays 
a particular picture for those who do not know Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal (may Allah preserve him). 
Nasir Hamid words his speech in a particular manner in order to give the reader a specific 
impression about Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal (may Allah preserve him), which aids him in pulling the 
wool over the people’s eyes. 

The one who reads his speech will have the impression that Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal (may Allah 
preserve him) is simply a Libyan caller who is visiting Canada to give some lessons. Nasir wishes 
to give the impression that he is asking about a random individual that has never stepped foot in 
Canada before this time, someone he has had no prior connection with. Someone that he did not 
study under and benefit from. Someone he did not once call his shaykh. Nasir Hamid (may Allah 
guide him), following the blueprint of those whose recognition he so desperately seeks, knows 
that he would not be able to convince the people if he were to have been honest in his 
representation of Shaykh Muhammad Ajjal, therefore he must first make him seem like a nobody. 

Once that is achieved and those who once respected him lose respect for him and those who did 
not know him no longer have a reason to respect him, he can accuse him of whatever he wishes. 
His fabrication then becomes easily accepted by the masses. Nasir has taken a page right out of 
the blueprint of his predecessor Abu ‘lyyad Amjad Rafiq, who has mastered this tactic. 

It was narrated from Abu Hurayrah that the Prophet sallallahu ‘alayhi wa sallam said:

First Impression: Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal is a Libyan caller. 

Second Impression: His statement: ‘He has said...’ 

Clarification #1. Shaykh Muhammad Ajjal (may Allah preserve him) is not merely a Libyan caller as 
Nasir Hamid unjustly put. Rather, he is a Canadian of Libyan descent and first came to Canada in 
1407 AH (1987 CE). He then went to study in al-MadTnah for several years and returned to give 
da'wah in 1414 AH (1994 CE). 

Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal (may Allah preserve him and raise his rank) has been teaching and 
giving da'wah in Canada for over 20 years. He is considered one of the remaining elder students 
of our major contemporary scholars, such as ‘Abd al-Muhsin al-‘Abbad, Shaykh RabT' b. HadT, and 
Shaykh ‘Ubayd al-JabirT(may Allah preserve them all), and he is a man approaching his seventies. 

Clarification #2. Nasir Hamid (may Allah rectify his affair) relays to Shaykh RabT' b. Had! 
al-Madkhail (may Allah preserve him and extend his life upon obedience) that which he himself did 
not hear. In fact, he relays to Shaykh RabT' b. Had! al-Madkhail (may Allah preserve him) that which 
could have not been possible for him to hear. 

Why is that? Because, not only did Nasir HarnTd shamelessly commit the act of tadITs with the 
statement, “He said,” but the reality is that he was actually in Saudi Arabia at the time the 
statement was allegedly made. Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal (may Allah preserve him), however, was 
in Ottawa, Canada. At no point has Nasir HarnTd seen or spoken to Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal for it 
to have been possible to have heard the statements he is accusing him of. Not only that, but it is 
not possible to have quoted Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal as he shamelessly did without a chain to 
someone in Ottawa who could have heard Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal make those statements! 

So, I ask you Nasir,: 

1. How is it that a graduate from the Faculty of HadTth saw it befitting to commit the heinous 
act of tadils to accomplish whatever it is he was seeking to accomplish? 

2. How is it that you relayed the alleged speech of Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal (may Allah 
preserve him)? 

3. How is it that you completely disregarded the chain of narration 13 that connects you to 
Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal (may Allah preserve him) that would establish the accuracy of 
these statements you accused him of making and relayed to Shaykh RabT'? 

4. Is this the disrespect that you show an elder who is nearing seventy years of age and who 
is known to be a pioneer in the salaff da'wah as it pertains to the city of Ottawa? A man

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POINT TWO: NASIR HAMID AL-KANADI AND HIS DISREGARD FOR THE ISNAD 

After having outlined for the noble readers the deceptive methodology Nasir Hamid chose to 
traverse in relaying information to Shaykh RabT‘ b. Had!al-MadkhalT(may Allah preserve him), we 
will discuss another discrepancy in Nasir Hamid’s report, which is that due to his tadlls, there now 
exists an inqita' (break) in the chain of narration. This inqita' occurs as a direct result of his tadlls, 
wherein he skips over the individual who actually reported these statements to him. Instead, Nasir 
Hamid, decided to quote Shaykh Muhammad ‘Ajjal (may Allah preserve him) all the way from 
Saudi Arabia, as if he heard him make these statements, while Shaykh Muhammad (may Allah 
preserve him) was in Canada. 

Before analyzing the level of Nasir HarnTd’s integrity as it pertains to the importance of isnad, let us 
briefly discuss the importance of the isnad in the religion of al-lslam and the significant role it 
played in its preservation. 
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THE IMPORTANCE OF THE ISNAD (CHAIN OF NARRATION) 

According to the scholars of hadTth, the isnad is the chain of narrators transmitting a report from 
the Messenger of Allah sallallahu ‘alayhi wa sallam. The investigation of the isnad was one of the 
main methods the scholars of hadTth used to differentiate between the reports that were to be 
accepted and those that were to be rejected. 

Ibn al-’AthTr stated:

“Know that the isnad in the hadTth is the asl (basis). It is what is depended upon and with it, the 
authenticity and weakness of a hadith is known.” 16 


It is well known that the religion of al-lslam has been favoured over all other religions and has 
been protected and preserved from any alterations or modifications. 


Aj Ul j U): 

“It is We who have sent down the thikr and We will indeed guard it (from corruption).” 17 


‘Abd Allah b. ‘Abbas radiyallahu ‘anh narrated that the Prophet sallallahu ‘alayhi wa sallam said, 




“You hear from me and others hear from you; and people will hear from those who heard from 
you.” 18 

No other religion has such a meticulous process of verification, and due to that we observe today 
the fraudulent distortions and alterations found in the religions of the Jews and the Christians. The 
absence of the isnad connecting their books to the times of the Prophets whom these books were 
sent to is what allowed the possibility of subtracting and adding to these religions. Thus, the later 
generations received these Scriptures [i.e. the Tawrah and InjTI] in their altered forms, not having a 
method to verify what is true from what was false. 

Abu Bakr al-KhatTb al-BaghdadT(may Allah have mercy upon him) mentioned in his chain to Abu 
Bakr Muhammad b. Ahmad (d. 331 A.H.) that he said:

It has reached me that Allah has honoured this Ummah with three things that He has not given to 
any previous nation: The isnad (chain of narrators), the ansab (lineage), and the Trab (parsing). 19 


AI-KhatTb also reports with his chain to Muhammad b. Hatim b. Mudhaffar that he said:

Allah has indeed honoured this Ummah, raised its rank, and favoured it with the isnad. It has not 
been given to any nation past or present. It is nothing but scrolls that they have scrolls in their 
hands. They [also] added their narrations into their books. They do not have a means to 
distinguish between what was revealed from the Tawrah and the InjTI, which their Prophets came 
with, and between that which has been inserted into their Books from reports that were taken 
from untrustworthy narrators. 20

Allah has honoured this Ummah with the isnad. He did not give it to anyone other than it. So, 
beware of following the way of the Jews and the Christians and of speaking without an isnad, thus 
removing the blessing of Allah upon you, bringing blame upon yourself and reducing your status, 
together with a people who have been cursed by Allah and have earned His Anger. Beware of 
treading their way. 21 


With that, we say to Na§ir Hamid (may Allah guide him and rectify his affair): 


Beware of following the ways of the Jews and the Christians in speaking and quoting without a 
chain of narration! You have strayed from the methodology of the pious predecessors with 
regards to relaying narrations and you have resembled the Jews and Christians in this action 
when you decided to quote someone halfway across the world from you, without any chain. You 
have brought blame to yourself and reduced your status along with a people who have been 
cursed by Allah and who have earned His anger. It is quite astonishing to witness a graduate from 
the Faculty of HadTth from the Islamic University of AI-MadTnah, resorting to such tactics.

Abd Allah b. al-Mubarak stated: 


If it were not for the isnad, then any person would have said what he 
wished to say. 25 

This is the condition of Nasir HamTd al-KanadT (may Allah guide him and rectify his affair) and the 
condition of all those who have depended upon his narration and spread it far and wide.

Have you gone so low that you have removed the garment of shame from yourself when 
you describe your Shaykh and teacher as “this brother?” A man whose da’wah you are well-aware 
of in the city of Ottawa and you have known for a long time? A man you have visited mashaykh 
with in his visits to al-Madlnah? It seems you did not learn any manners despite your years of 
studies in al-Madlnah in how to address your elders. 

Or is it that you must disregard justice when dealing with those you differ with by disrespecting 
and transgressing against them? Are you following the corrupt principle: “The ends justify the 
means”? Know, O Nasir, that this is not a quality of the believers. Rather, it is a quality of the 
hypocrites!

You have surely transgressed, O Nasir! Does the mere differing between yourself and Shaykh 
Muhammad ‘Ajjal, allow you to resort to transgression similar to the hypocrites? Differing with 
someone does not grant you a license to disrespect them however you so wish. However, after

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knowing of your deceptive methods in relaying reports and attempting to cause dissension 
between a student (Shaykh Muhammad ‘ Ajjal) and his shaykh (Shaykh RabT‘), perhaps this is not 
so surprising.

O you who believe, stand firmly for justice, as witnesses to Allah, even though it be against 
yourselves, or your parents, or your kin, be they rich or poor, Allah is a Better Protector to (you) 
both.
